Sefirah 

One  of  the  first  things  that  God  did 
after  beginning  his  creation  was  to  count. 
God  did  not  leave  the  first  day  alone 
by  simply  describing  it,  but  he  took  note 
of  it  and  placed  it  in  an  order  by  giving 
it  a  name:  “Day  One.”  At  a  later  time 
in  Jewish  history,  Jews  themselves  were 
required  to  make  a  counting  —  in  He¬ 
brew  SEFIRAH  —  which  goes  on  at  this 
season  of  the  year.  From  the  second 
night  of  Passover  until  the  last  night 
before  the  holiday  of  Shavuot,  we  make 
a  special  effort  to  count.  A  blessing  is 
recited,  (“al  sefiart  ha-omer”)  and,  fol¬ 
lowing  the  blessing,  we  begin  a  new 
number  each  day. 

Why  this  obsession  with  counting  be¬ 
tween  Pesah  and  Shavuot?  The  number¬ 
ing  has  a  unique  function,  for  it  ties 
together  these  two  holidays.  You  see, 
there  are  some  who  feel  the  importance 
of  Pesah  alone:  they  sing  the  praises  of 
freedom  and  emphasize  the  need  to  be 
redeemed  again  and  again  from  slavery. 
There  is  an  excitement  to  redemption; 
there  is  a  hope  which  enables  people  to 
gain  strength  to  throw  off  their  chains. 

But  for  what?  What  is  the  vision  which 
illuminates  the  goal  of  coming  out  of 
Egypt  ?  What  will  substitute  for  the 
order  which  even  is  present  in  the  life 
of  a  slave?  Will  freedom  be  an  invitation 
to  choas,  will  it  be  anarchy  —  without 
meaning,  without  significant  goal? 

In  the  Jewish  tradition,  Pesah  begin: 
a  phase  rather  than  being  the  last  word. 
Pesah  begins  a  march  through  the  desert 
which  is  to  end  at  Mt.  Sinai.  Pesah  is  not 
an  invitation  to  unbridled,  undirected 
freedom  alone.  Rather,  freedom  in 
Judaism  is  freedom  under  the  Law. 
Pesah,  which  begins  the  process,  has 
Shavuot  —  the  holiday  which  celebrates 
receiving  the  Torah  —  at  its  end. 

Lest  this  be  forgotten,  we  count  49 
days  —  seven  full  weeks  —  until  we
